Little Tots, Warmly Wrapped, Work
and Play With Windows Open.

Chicago, Dec, 20,—Cold alr, the cure
Yor lassitude and apathy in the learn-
fng of lessons, This is the ldea of
Principal William E. Watt of the Gra-
fiam school at West Forty-fifth street
and Union avenue, evolved some time
ago and which s being “tried out” at
that institution,

In a room at the north end of the
Building, furnighed with a number of
smmall desks and chairs of the slze
usad by puplls of from § to 10 years of
age, twenty or more tots were discov-
ered in a cirele about their teacher,
WMisg Wlizabeth M. Dunn, all singing
in unison a rollicking song. The win-
wlows, large ones and four in number,
stood wide open and the cold air filled
the room. The temperature hovered
wmear the freazing point, but what cared
the children? Clad warmly in reefers
and overcoats, cloaked and bemit-

Former Secret Service Operator Gets
Busines of American Bankers,
New York, Dec. 21.— Willlam J.
Burng, former sgecret service man,
whose Investigation ol Oregon and
Washington land frauds and San Fran-
cleco graft prosecutions has made him
one of the best known detectives in
the country, has come to make his
permanent headquarters In New York
and has established the William J.
Burns National Detective agency, with
its main office In the Park Row build-
ing.

The real ohject of the primary elee-
tions was to take the nominating pow-
er from the hands of the bosses, The
city boss had become a remarkably
American  institution. Usually he

trict, until he became a district leader,
Then he gathered unto himself o few
more district leaders, who supported
Jhim, and after that they called him
bosgs.

There developed a gradual resent-
ment on the part of the people against
the dictatorship of men not elected by
.| them to any oflice—a man who was
nothing more than a self constituted
s | ruler,

And at last came the direct prima-
ries. All the big cities put the plan
into  effect. Even Philndelphia, of
“corrupt and contented"” fame, tried it
It was the new thought movement in
polities, and as reform was rampant
in the Quaker city at the time they
thought they would give it a trial.
And they did. And it worked beauti-
fully—for the bosses.

The old convention system was done
away with. Under the new system all
the bosses had to do was to send word
to the divigion leaders to line up the
voters for so and so. The “heclers”
rang doorbells, got out the “regulars,”
and the primary eélection was ecarrled
with a whoop. The “independent’” vot-
er, never too ready to run to the polls,
now remained even more obstinately
in his home, because the work of vot-
ing was doubled. So the bosses had
things their own way.

And now comes along Dr. Eliot with
his paralyzing decree against the new
reform—"too expensive and ineffect-
ive., It looks as though the direct
primaries will have to go, and just at
a time when the bosses were begin-
ning to regard the system as an ideal
instrument for carrying out thelr pur-
pOses.
